While many Street Outreach (SO) activities are recorded only in Coordinated Entry (CE) in HMIS, best practices
say that SO activities should be recorded in both 1) an agency's SO program in HMIS for reporting purposes and
2) in CE for community collaboration and referral purposes. The CoC Homelessness Planning Council voted on
3/10/21 to strongly encourage Street Outreach providers to utilize SO projects in HMIS for data collection.

Emergency Shelters

6 agencies actively entered Emergency Shelter data into HMIS in March.

*This data does not include the Nashville Rescue Mission. Room in the Inn began entering their Winter Shelter
data into HMIS this year, increasing Emergency Shelter HMIS data coverage significantly.

In Emergency Shelter projects, an Entry
is created when a person or household 120
spends a night, or several nights in an
emergency shelter.
